We owe a balance of approximately $8,500 OO on bonds on 
which we are unable to make any payments on principal; funds 
are inadequate and we are obliged to borrow money even to defray 
maintenance expense and pay interest on bonds. 


Trustees have borrowed money for about twenty years and 
now owe a note for $1700.00. 
This loan is carried over from 
term to term even during vacation. 


Total indebtedness, bonds and notes, is over $10,000.00, and 
this amount will grow from year to year because of the fact that 
maintenance funds are inadequate.

Supervisor: 


“ That the present tax be increased befire another school year. 
Unless additional fund, are provided soon, the citizens of Hondo 
may expect to se** their school retrograde instead of progress. 


If this tax should not carry and we should be obliged to use 
maintenance funds to repair the building, we would not be able 
to h a t# a full nine months term, and this would lower the stand­ 
ing of our school.

Willys-Overland in 
Race to Meet De­ 
mand for Cars.

Demand 
for 
Willys-Knight 
and 
Overland cars has hit a point where 
the Willys-Overland factory at Tole­ 
do, Ohio, is scarcely able to keep one 
jump ahead of the insistent call for 
one and more cars, according to in­ 
formation received by the San An­ 
tonio Overland Company. 
On February 23 there were 1,449 
cars shipped out of the Toledo plant, 
this number constituting a record for 
one day’s shipment, in the history of 
the Willys-Overland Company, 
By the early part of April the fac­ 
tory will have built 50,000 cars, or 
approximately one-half of the num­ 
ber built during 1922. 
Despite numerous devices whereby 
the efficiency of the factory force has 
been increased to a point where one 
man is now* building 2.55 cars to one 
car last year, the company is ex­ 
periencing difficulties in getting a 
sufficient number of skilled and un­ 
skilled workers to speed up pro­ 
duction to the necessary stage that 
will allow the sales department to 
keep safely ahead of orders. 
Training schools have been estab­ 
lished at the Toledo plant and raw 
recruits after an examination are put 
into classes where specialized in­ 
struction will fit them to take a posi­ 
tion on the regular force as soon as 
they can possibly be prepared. 
At the present time nearly 11,000 
men are employed at the Toledo 
w’orks, and this number should be in­ 
creased immediately to 16,000 men.

To the real Christian, fired with 
the zeal that comes from the personal 
and literal interpr elation and ap­ 
plication of the command to “go 
forth and preach the gospel to every 
living creature” there must come an 
irresistable urge to help these be­ 
nighted fellow creatures.
